—Practically the 
j entire session of the senate yesterday 
wa- devoted to the ac tion of the naval 
appropriation bill relating to Armor and 
armament, 
The debate largely hinged 
on the jimposition that, tho government 
should erect an armor plant of its own. 
Senator Tillman presented an amend­ 
ment limiting the price to be* jwid for 
armor to $800 jjer ton an*! providing also 
that the government should erect a 
plant of its own.

No action was taken on the proposi­ 
tion1, the bill going over. 
1 
J Ii** senate discussed in secret session 
the mysterious projectile which the navy 
department has been experimeuting on 
armor plate. 
The publication in morning leapers of 
the details of the secret session held on 
Tues*lay, in the course of which Mr. I 
Tillman of South Carolina laid before 
the -enate information he had received 
af the navy depart concerning the armor 
piercing projectile that had played such 1 
havoc with tho best armor tested at the 
government, proving grounds at Indian 
Head, con rinsed many Senators of tho 
futility of attempting by secret sessions 
bi k*** p information from the public. 
After the galleries had been closed Mr. 
Tillman reiterated 
substantially the 
statement concerning tho Indian Head 
test,-of armor plates which lie made 
Tuesday. 
He arraigned the navy de­ 
partment for making public the details 
of a test of armor with the O-inch gun in 
which one of the soft nosed prosodies 
pierced the plate as it would have pierc­ 
ed * ak, declaring his belief that the test 
had linen made public for the effect it 
j» might have upon the senate debate on 
g J the pending bill. 
Mr. Chandler felt that the navy de­ 
partment had not dealt frankly with the 
semite in respect to the information re­ 
garding the tests. 
Mr. Hoar discussed the subject briefly 
criticising the uavy department for pub­ 
lishing information withheld from the 
senate. 
After some brief discussion it was 
decided inasmuch as tho salient facts 
had been published, that the armor plato 
matter might os well be considered in 
open session. 
The bouse considered the contested 
election case of Pearson vs. Crawford 
from the Ninth North Carolina district. 
The report of the majority was against 
the sitting member, a Democrat, on the 
general ground that Mr. Pearson’s elec­ 
tion was prevented by fraud, intimida­ 
tion, bribery and bloodshed. The minori­ 
ty deny all the allegations of the ma- 
, jority. 
The debate was on party lines and the 
house adjourned with the contest un­ 
settled.

Toronto, May IO.—W hen the three 
alleged dynamiters W alsh, Nolan and 
Dulltmm, charged w ith attem pting to 
destroy a lock on the Welland 
-anal 
came Iteforo M agistrate Logan at W el­ 
lington on Monday. 
Walsh and Nolan 
will plead guilty. 
Tho attorneys for the two men sug­ 
gested to tho crown prosecutor th at if 
tho two men receive an amu ranee that 
they woald not bo called upon to give 
evidence against Dullman, they would 
plead guilty to the charge of illegally 
bringing explosives into Canada, tho 
sentence for which is not less than seven 
years hard labor. 
If the government 
accepts tim conditions Walsh and Nolan 
offer, there will be no further ovidouce 
made public*. 
The detectives on the case say they 
are in possession of the whole history of 
the accused and of the plot from its first, 
inception to tho abortive attem pt on lock 
24 of the canal.

Mr. Johnson Tell* How h Soft-nose H ul­ 
lo! I'hii I'leree Arm or elate. 


New York, May IO.—Jam es W . Jo h n ­ 
son, mem ber of tho firm of Isaac (4, 
Johnson & Co., of Spuyten Day vt I, in­ 
ventors of the Johnson soft-nose shell, 
explained how tin- Roff-boko steel cap 
enables a projectile to pierce arm or plate. 
“ I th in k ,” la* haiti, “ that tile action of 
the soft steel cap may be illustrated by 
a si rn pl - experiment. 
If yon would try 
to drive a single nail through a piece of 
sheet iron tho nail would bend. 
But if 
you first drive a nail through a piece of 
hard wood yon will penetrate the sheet 
iron. 
The soft-nose, in other words, 
prevents the projectile from glancing 
off. 
Its whole force is concentrated a t 
the point. 
In one of tho tests made at 
indian Head we tired a projectile at the 
plate at an anglo of 21 degrees. 
No 
sooner had the soft nose touched the 
plate than the projectile turned at a 
right angle to tho plate and penetrated 
it.”

St. L u is, May IO.—Considerably less 
than the usual number of cars were run 
under police protection this m orning 
by the suburban system. 
Policemen 
wen- stationed on each car, but the num ­ 
ber of passengers wer comparatively 
small. 
President W hitaker said unless 
protection were afforded tho T ransit 
company on all its lines no attem pt 
would Im made to run ears. 
Downtown retail stores aro operating 
at an enormous loss as a result of the 
strike. 
Their proprietors and m anagers 
are talking of reducing their forces of 
employes aud even closing entirely until 
the strike is settled, if the existing con­ 
ditions continuo. 
Almost every store 
downtown is practically deserted save 
by the employes.

The effect of the strike will also be 
felt in the east, for while tile stagnation 
of business continues no orders are be­ 
ing sent on for goods and buyers em ­ 
ployed by St. Louis establishm ents are 
finding themselves w ith nothing to do at 
a season when they are usually busy. 
Meanwhile rife depression will extend to 
a variety of local industries which aro 
dependent on the retail houses for sup­ 
port. 
Afrer two hour’s conference between 
Governor Stephens, President Haws of 
the police board, Chief of Police Cam p­ 
bell, President W hitaker, General Man­ 
ager Baum boff of tho Transit company 
and attorneys for the railw ay company, 
it was decided to apply for w arrants for 
the arrest of the strike leaders.
